Attorney John R. Allen.

Tho arguments on the motion 
were not heard before jury but were 
driivcrcd in the office of Judge Kerr 
adjoining the courtroom. 

Attorney.^; Maury Konipfi- and 
Samuel Wll.son argued for tlif de- 
fense in favor of the motion main- 
tliihing that the commonwealth had 
f&tied to prove conH>iracy and for this 
re4son have that section of the in- 
dictment relating to it stricken from 
tbe .indictment.

Most of Friday wa.-< spent in the 
cross examination of Lucy Hockaday, 
15-yearloId negro nurse girl formerly 
emplowed by If^sJ Thomason and star 
witnss for the Coinmon wealth. 

In several Instances she attempted 
to change her testimCny from that 
which .she had given Thursday but in 
most instances wlion re-examined by 
Colonel Allen again made her ori;j;inaI 
statements. 

The sirl while on the stand id^-nti- 
flcd the knife ''picked up near the 
scene of the shooting, as that of Thom- 
ason. With the exception of a state- 
ment made to Attorney Kemper that 
Thomason had a knife in his hand 
when shot^ which she later withdrew 
and said she saw no knife when ques- 
tioned by Colonel Allen, the girl's tes- 
timony varied very Httle from that 
given the day before. 

.Duiinfr the afternoon Dr. W. M. Gib- 
son, of IJichniond. .superintendent of a 
hospital there, tr.stifled as to Thoma- 
Bon's condition when brouulu there 
after having, drunk whiskey alleged to 
be poisoned. Dr. Gibson .said. "When 
Thomason was -first brought to the 
hospital, he was in a serious condi- 
tion.- bavins convulsions and being al 
ntost pulseless. He showed symptons 
of being poisoned with strycnine and 
it was for this he was . treated." Dr. 
Gibson said Thomason recovered suf- 
liciently th« next day to leave the hos 
pital. 

William Walker, a tra\elinH sales- 
man, save his vf ision of the shooting 
as he saw it. which practically agreed 
With the testimony of otliei witnesses 
given in the case. Walkei declared he 
Mtw no weapons in Thomason's hands 
wlien he was shot by W'elch. 

Dan Cowdill. of the Fhytian Home, 
was called next and described the 
shooting saying he saw no weapon.
